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What is CEDET ? 


The Potential and Talent Development Center (CEDET) 
is a special education center created by Zenita Guenther 
in Lavras, MG, Brazil, in 1993. Its main goal is to cultivate 
the proper physical and social environment for 
complementing and supplementing educational support to 
the gifted and talented student. CEDET is run by the 
Lavras School System with technical and _ civil 
responsibility delegated to the Association of Parents and 
Friends for Supporting Talent (ASPAT). At present, there 
are close to 500 gifted students age 7 to 17 enrolled at 
CEDET from eleven Municipal Schools, eight State 
Schools and two private schools, plus a group of students 
from nearby communities brought in by their families. 
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20 Years Contributing to 
Education in Lavras 


Students with special educational needs are ever more 
present in the regular classroom, and authorities from 
various fields of study have been analyzing how teachers 
deal with such a challenge. 


In order to provide support to these teachers, the 
municipal government of Lavras has been investing in 
Special Education Centers, such as CEDET and CENAV, 
to attend adequately to the particular needs of each 
special group. 


CEDET plays an important role to assure that the 
assistance provided to gifted students in the Lavras 
Municipal System will be well structured in its own 
methodology, and prepares its own staff of facilitators to 
develop the activities with their gifted students.

Editorial: Four lustres of Memories... 


Wout wandering — since a newsletter has no room for that — | can't help feeling a 
strong emotion thinking of these 20 years fully lived... Within a larger framework 
perhaps this time might seem small, but it is a pretty good number of years for a 
complex organization such as CEDET to keep active, attentive, always on the move, 
following its own motto - “One step forward each year’. 


Where to start from? Maybe 1971, at the beginning of APAE in Lavras together with my 
sister Zenilvia and a group of parents seeking help for their disable kids, among them 
the Rotarian Jose Alves who also had an exceptional brother. At his initiative, 20 years 
later in 1991, the Rotary Lavras Sul promoted a dinner party in homage to our 
“pioneerism”... at that party, among smiles and flowers, | found myself thinking of other 
neglected children: the able, gifted, talented ones... Nine months after, in 1992, (time 
of a pregnancy!), comes Dr. Fred to me very decided — Let's start with the gifted! 


As a first move, the Rotarians invited key-persons in Education to talk around this 
subject. Of 50 invitations 4 people showed up... Were we disappointed? No! Four is 
more than zero! Mainly since among them was a school inspector — Maria Adélia 
Possato — who asked for a talk at the schools in her district... other school principals 
also wanted to have a talking in their schools... and so we got on with the classroom 
observation to collect our first data and in few months we had spotted in our schools 
about 300 children showing signs of higher ability as compared with their peer group. 
CEDET was thus planned. 


...then there was one more year of “waiting” for the elections... the new government... 

Finally in June 1993 the City passed the Law N. 1004, establishing the CEDET in 
Lavras, with full support from Professor Maria Olympia, Municipal Secretary of 
Education. 


In 1994, we had the First Gifted Educators Encounter to get support for preparing the 
facilitators; this event brought an unexpected number of 300 people from all over Brazil 
to Lavras. In 1996, Luzimar Camoes from the Ministry of Education came to the 
Second Encounter, became enthusiastic about CEDET, and “in 1998 the Brazilian 
Ministry of Education (MEC) acknowledged CEDET as a National Reference”. In 2000 
we had in Lavras the Fourth Encounter, with 700 educators from all states of Brazil. 
We were going at full speed! 


But... in 2001, after 9 years of steady work, enjoying peaks of production and 
confidence... there were problems with City Hall... and in 2003, with changes at MEC, 
a ‘theory of supergiftedness” was officially adopted, outlawing CEDET at the federal 
level. Fortunately, (thanks to GOD!?) we received support from local governments and 
municipal systems, which ultimately hold most of the community roots. 


And so CEDET goes along: growing, studying, sharing whatever is learned, getting 
stronger and branching out throughout Brazil. As we said last May in Brasilia, we will 
remain “outlawed”, because abiding by the present legislation implies conducting an 
educational process with little scientific basis, “following one theory’, in detriment of the 
knowledge being built by the Education. 


So 20 years have passed in CEDET... filled with good memories, many friendly faces, 
much laughing together... much study and work, some tears and teeth grinding... But 
our children - as we wish for all children and youth in our country — do get at least one 
chance to develop their high potential, their abilities, their gifts... here at CEDET. 
Congratulations! A big bear hug for all of us.

CEDET’s Pedagogical Areas 


Following its basic philosophical orientation and theoretical framework, the CEDET as an Educational Center is organized in three content areas which 
undertakes the organization of its activities: CITEC (Science, Research and Technology), CORH (Communication, Organization and Humanities) and 
CRHEX (Creativity, Skills and Expression). In 2012 there were 143 group and individual activities developed at CEDET. To conduct such activities this 
year, we had 85 volunteers who worked with the diverse chosen themes, or helping CEDET and ASPAT in other tasks.

This area focuses on the experience of inter-personal interactions, aiming to work on living experiences with different people, social interactions, and 
togetherness sense.

You, volunteer instructor, is a key person in the methodology of CEDET, because it has the task of encouraging and developing meaningful learning. Be 
welcome to our team, whatever your personal and professional experience be. We regularly count every semester with you, leading activities in group, 
in pairs, trios, or individuals, within the subject, theme or area of your own interest. And you are seen as a model and admirable person for every child 


who passes through CEDET, helping them to grow and flourish. The gifted children demonstrate autonomy, curiosity and an archive of information and 
within the area of Creativity, Skills and Expression they may take part on the following interests:
